the days when, from the New Deal point of view, the bot­ 
tom was going out of their hopes (Pennsylvania, for ex­ 
ample. was in the process of tossing the Little New Deal 
out of I Harrisburg), is not something which can be inven­ 
toried down to the last item. 
As subsequently was testified over and again in the 
course of the Pearl Harbor hearings, the inner conferences 
between President Roosevelt and his closest advisers were 
sacredly guarded secrets. The talkative first brain-trust 
which came in with the New Deal had been replaced by 
men who could and did hold their tongues. 
Nevertheless, in a great many of the daring and bril­ 
liant pieces of political strategy which have held the New 
Deal Presidents in command at Washington since those 
days, even when it has been demonstrated over and again 
that there is no real majority sentiment suporting them in 
this nation— in one after another of those bold and im­ 
aginative measures and acts, Marshall’s part has been 
freely acknowledged. 
To name some examples, the so-called Marshall Plan 
was one of a series of projects by which General Marshall 
personally rescued the Truman Administration, put it back 
on its feet in the year 1947 (after the 1946 Republican 
landslides had captured both houses of Congress) and en­ 
abled it to squeak through to re-election in 1948. 
Again, back in 1944, when the Arm y Board report 
on Pearl Harbor pilloried the Roosevelt Administration 
(including Marshall himself) for incapacity and lack of 
vigilance in connection with the defense of Pearl Harbor, 
most of the Roosevelt spellbinders shivered visibly in their 
boots waiting for the blasts from Republican nominee 
Dewey, who was known to have this document in his pos­ 
session and to be preparing to use it. 
But General Marshall was the man who went person­ 
ally to Dewey, and, depending upon your point of view, 
either intimidated him or appealed to his patriotism 
talk­ 
ed him out of making any reference to this devastating

WHEN the final school report 
of a child In the elem entary 
grade* 
high school or college 
comes home there often are p a ­ 
thetic scenes lf the report is In­ 
terpreted as bad or falling. It can 
be very discouraging not only to 
the child himself but to his 
parents. 
Regardless of how the father 
and m other are depressed In 
spirit by such a report, their com ­ 
mon sense and self-control are 
then on trial. If they let their 
norm al urges prom pt them , they 
will first think of w hat their rela­ 
tives and friends will say. They 
will pity themselves an d let the 
child know how they feel. Their 
response will be wholly selfish. 
They won't put themselves, In 
their Imaginations, in the place 
ot the child- Accordingly, ti ey 
may tell the child how he has ots- 
aopolnied and hum iliated them . 
They may abuse him with ugly 
aiRjry words and com pare him 
w ill a brother or sister or other 
child whose school grades are 
g,od, and charge him with h av ­ 
ing been negligent an d lazy. In 
V I 9 they so respond, they have 
overlooked the fact th a t the past 
Is pr.st, water over the dam. No 
am ount of abuse or punishm ent 
of t he < hi id can change the rec- 
i 
I up to then. They will lose 
ti “iii of I he m ain l*sut—w hat can 
L ,w be done from now on? 


Manage Emotions 


If these parents use the sense 
t h y were born with an d are able 
to manage their emotions, they 
will do as follows: 
They will 
calmly observe the report. They 
won’t express pleasure over It, of 
course. Neither will they Indulge 
Iii emotions of grief an d disap­ 
pointm ent. 
Already 
the 
child 
m ust know they a r t worried over 
th e m atter. B ut they will face the 
problem very objectively an d a s ­ 
sure him they ars going to try 


, h ard to help him find ways to do 
better a t books from now on. 
Unless these p aren ts have a1* 
ready do n s so, they will get all 
the Inform ation they can from 
the school or college to help e x ­ 
plain the child’s learning diffi­ 
culties, an d such reco m m en d a­ 
tions as it m ay have to help him 
from now on. 


Behoot A u th o rities 
In some Instances, the p aren ts 
will seek th e help of a com petent 
psychologist 
or 
o th er 
expert. 
Since there are some quacks pos­ 
ing as proficient experts, the p a r ­ 
ents should ask the school a u ­ 
thorities to nam e a specialist. 
Always, It should be safe to get in 
touch with th e psychology d e ­ 
p artm e n t of a college or univer­ 
sity. It m ig h t be expected th a t 
the expert would diagnose th e 
lagging child’s learning problem s 
an d recom m end a corrective p ro ­ 
gram. 
Usually the school principal or 
college dean is best able to rec­ 
om m end a special teach er or t u ­ 
tor. Som etim es there are special 
sum m er sessions available, p a r ­ 
ticularly In the public schools. 
Of course, th e younger or older 
child needing some special In ­ 
struction during sum m er should 
no t feel it as punishm ent. He 
needs to be won to It as a rare 
opportunity. Usually, th e child 
needing help, especially In th e 
elem entary grades, will gain m ost 
with a quiet, p atien t teacher who 
will, by sim ple procedure, ascer­ 
tain how fa r back she m ust go 
with h im in each subject before 
he can com s forw ard successf ully. 
Not m any p aren ts can do this well 
because th e y ca n ’t easily m anage 
themselves an d keep calm a n d 
patient.
